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CABBIES URGED TO 
JOIN PUBWATCH

OSWESTRY’S crime-busting 
Pubwatch scheme is to be re¬ 
vamped and relaunched - with 
the town’s taxi firms urged to 
sign up to the new look pro¬ 
gramme. 

Under the new plans unruly custom¬ 
ers who abuse a taxi driver or misbe¬ 
have in the cab could face a blanket 
ban from using all taxis. 

Another new development will see people who 
are subject to a Pubwatch ban given a chance to 
have it rescinded if they attend a special course 
which looks at their anti-social behaviour. 

The course will be run in conjunction with 
Oswestry’s Walford and North Shropshire Col¬ 
lege. 

The new moves are being taken by police 
bosses who say they want to rid Shropshire’s 
towns of anti-social behaviour at night. 

A new scheme, called Shropshire Against 
Night Time Disorder, is being rolled out to give 
those banned from pubs or town centres the 
chance to see their ban rescinded if they attend 
the special course. 

Police Inspector Rik Klair said the night-time 
culture had to change. 

He said: “I want to see our towns vibrant, 
exciting places where people want to visit and 
enjoy in the evenings. 

“We need to look at different ways to deal 
with the culture of anti-social behaviour and 
binge drinking.” 

The inspector said the Oswestry Pubwatch 
scheme was expected to be relaunched at the 
end of April, in time for the two May Bank Hol¬ 
iday weekends. 

The town has continued to suffer from the 
stigma of being named an anti-social behav¬ 
iour hot spot more than a decade ago despite 
its award winning CCTV system helping to see 
crime and disorder plummet. 

“Oswestry already has Pubwatch but not all 
licensees are currently signed up,” Inspector 
Klair said. 

“We are going to have a new radio scheme to 
keep publicans in touch with each other, with 
the CCTV control room and the police. 

“We also want to bring our taxi firms on 
board. 

“Taxi drivers can often be the subject of abuse 
from their customers at night, whether that is 
verbal abuse, anti-social behaviour or non-pay¬ 
ment. 

“If we can encourage the taxi drivers to agree 
that if someone it banned from one firm they 
will not be able to get a taxi from another firm, 
it will make customers think about their behav¬ 
iour. 

“Anyone that is made subject to a banning 
order, whether from pubs, or a town centre or 
perhaps the taxis, will be given the chance to 
attend a new course. 

“In the same way that the speed awareness 
courses work, if they successfully pass the 
course then they will have their ban rescinded.” 


Villagers delighted with crossing after long fight

YOUNGSTERS in Gobowen are able to walk 
to school more safely after villagers won a 
two-year campaign to install a new zebra 
crossing. 

The new crossing has been busy this week 
with children returning to school after the 
Easter holidays. 

And the battling grandmother who spear¬ 
headed the fight to get the crossing says it has 
been welcomed by everyone in the community. 

Dot Basham said it had been a long time 
coming, but the new crossing was wonderful 
for the village. 

“People of all ages are using it to get from 
one side of the village to the other,” she said. 

Mrs Basham, 65, from Perry Road, began a 
petition two years ago after seeing near misses 


on a regular basis on St Martins Road as she 
walked her grandchild Caitlin, now nine, to 
Gobowen Primary School. 

At the time statistics from West Mercia’s 
Safer Roads Partnership revealed that 1,300 
motorists a day were breaking the 30mph 
speed limit on the road. 

Thanks to pressure from the community 
vehicle activated signs were installed on St 
Martins Road in a bid to slow traffic down. 

But campaigners insisted a crossing was the 
long term answer to the safety issue and Mrs 
Basham’s petition was widely backed by the 
community. 

“We collected 762 signatures calling for a 
petition in just two weeks,” she said. 

“When I moved to Gobowen and my own 


children walked to school there was not one 
but two lollipop ladies. When they went it was 
just not safe to cross the road.” 

She thanked Gobowen Parish Council for 
backing the call for a zebra crossing and the 
two local Shropshire councillors. 

She said: “Caitlin has two more years at 
Gobowen school and I have two younger 
grandchildren who will go there so I will be 
using that crossing thousands of times over 
the coming years.” 

At the moment Mrs Basham is even more 
grateful for the zebra crossing as she injured 
her leg in a fall. 

“It’s taking me longer than usual to walk 
across the road,” she said.

Campaigners claim 
pylons plans are 
facing a long delay 

PLANS to build pylons across Shropshire 
and Mid Wales have been put on ice for 12 
months, campaigners have claimed. 

Montgomeryshire Against Pylons says 
it has been told National Grid will not 
submit plans for its Mid Wales Connec¬ 
tion Project until mid-2016 rather than 
later this year as planned. 

Jonathan Wilkinson, leader of Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Against Pylons, said it is a 
huge boost to the campaign against the 
project, which would see a large substa¬ 
tion built in Mid Wales and a 33-mile 
power line linking it to the national sup¬ 
ply at Lower Frankton, near Oswestry. 

The plans include building a 16-acre 
substation at Cefn Coch, near Llanfair 
Caereinion, and the power line would 
be carried overhead by pylons or under¬ 
ground through the Meifod Valley and 
into Shropshire. 

Mr Wilkinson said: “I have been as¬ 
sured by those in the know that National 
Grid will now not submit the plans until 
the second or third quarter of 2016, 
rather than the same period this year. 

“This is a significant development 
from our point of view and one that we 
will look on favourably. This is big news 
for our campaign and I would welcome 
anything that delayed or damages their 
plans.” 

National Grid did not confirm or deny 
the delay, but said the process of making 
the application will take “many months.”

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Balloon firm bosses tell of 
sadness at closure decision

BOSSES at Oswestry’s Lind- 
strand Hot Air Balloons have 
spoken of their sadness at hav¬ 
ing to close the firm’s factory in 
the town. 

The closure of the firm in Maesbury 
Road will see 19 workers made redun¬ 
dant. 

Founder Per Lindstrand, who currently 
runs nearby business Lindstrand Technol¬ 
ogies which is unaffected by the closure, 
called the move “sad”. 

Bristol-based Cameron Balloons took 
over control of the company in 2003, but 
said that annual sales had dropped by a 
half to around £1 million in the face of an 
increasingly difficult trading environment. 

The strength of the pound had meant 
that its products were 21 per cent more ex¬ 
pensive when sold in the eurozone, which 
would not affect its continental competi¬ 
tors. 

And terror attacks in locations such as 
Egypt and Kenya had meant that the mar¬ 
ket for tourist balloons had dwindled. 

Boss Don Cameron said: “It’s a very sad 
business. Trading conditions for hot air 
balloons have been very bad for the last 18 
months or so. 

“A lot of forces had been working against 
Lindstrand Balloons, and the parent com¬ 
pany Cameron Holdings had been pumping 
money in, but comes a point where if you 
can’t see light at the end of the tunnel, you 
can’t keep doing it.” 

Lindstrand built the balloons which 
were used by the company’s founder and 
avid balloonist Richard Branson in their 
record-breaking bights across the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans in 1987 and 1990 re¬ 
spectively. 

By the time of the company’s sale, Mr 
Lindstrand said, the market was not sup¬ 
porting more than one balloon business, 
and he opted to sell to Cameron to focus on 
his other business making cutting edge in¬ 
flatable technology, such as the parachute 
for the Mars Rover module. 

“It’s sad, because it was really producing 
the best balloons in the world,” Mr Lind¬ 
strand added. “A lot of people have been 
working there since the early 1980s. 

“Some I could probably pick up here, and 
we could probably do a little balloon repair 
work here, but we are not going to return to 
balloon making as it has a wafer thin profit 


EASTER bunnies are a common sight at 
this time of year - but they’re not always 
welcome. 

For in Oswestry they have been causing 
havoc, digging up lawns, nibbling on flowers 
and munching their way through vegetable 
patches. 

Residents of OerleyWay in Oswestry 
have tried a number of ways to protect 
their plants, even putting netting over their 
flower beds, but to no avail. 

In desperation they took their problem 
to local town councillor, Paul Milner, who 
is now hoping other gardeners might have 
some suggestions as to how to keep the bun¬ 
nies at bay. 


Councillor Milner said he was approached 
by several residents of Oerley Way at one of 
his regular council surgeries. 

“I have been asked to look at a huge range 
of issues in my time as councillor, but never 
complaints about rabbits before,” he said. 

Keen gardener, John Chesworth, says he 
has to put up ‘fortifications’ around his veg¬ 
etable patch. 

“The rabbits are a real problem,” he said. 

“I have had to put netting over all the 
plants to stop the rabbits ruining the gar¬ 
den.” 

Another householder, Ian Slipper, said he 
had never seen so many rabbits. 

“We believe they are coming on to Oerley 


Road from the reservoir land next to our 
gardens,” he said. 

“In the evening there can be scores of 
rabbits on people’s lawns and even on the 
road itself.” 

“There seem to be some quite young ones 
at the moment. 

“My worry is that if new kits are born 
and the colony becomes too big for the war¬ 
ren, the rabbits will be looking for another 
place to create a new warren. I really don’t 
want that to be my back lawn.” 

The residents have contacted Shropshire 
Council’s environmental health department 
but have been told that rabbits are not 
classed as vermin.

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Driver tells 
ofeffortsto

A DELIVERY driver has told how he 
frantically tried to free another lorry 
driver who had been crushed when a 
metal bar entered his cab. 

William Ernest Barker died on May 
27 as he was making a delivery to 
the Argos store in Smithfield Street, 
Oswestry. 

An inquest was opened yesterday 
(Wednesday).Rodney Paragreen, who 
was making a delivery to the nearby 
Marks & Spencer store, said: “I could 
see the Argos wagon moving forward 
very slowly. Then I heard a man’s 
voice shouting ‘help me’ coming from 
the Argos wagon. 

“I went straight there and I could 
see the driver leaned forward over the 
steering wheel.” 

Mr Paragreen said he could see a 
barrier which was used to prevent lor¬ 
ries entering the Smithfield Street car 
park had broken free of where it had 
been secured out of the way and had 
entered the cab through the driver’s 
window. 

He said: “The barrier had gone into 
the back of the seat and forced the 
driver forwards.” 

Mr Paragreen said he tried to free 
Mr Barker but found the barrier was 
firmly wedged in place. 

A post mortem revealed that Mr 
Barker, 68, from Rochdale, died of 
traumatic asphyxiation. 

The jury inquest was due to con¬ 
clude today.

MORRISONS has warned build¬ 
ing a third supermarket with¬ 
in half a mile of Oswestry town 
centre will have a serious effect 
on businesses. 

It has sent a letter to Shropshire 
Council speaking of its concerns. 

Permission has been granted for the re¬ 
development of the town’s Smithfield mar¬ 
ket and the creation of a major retail park 
including a Morrisons supermarket. 

But last month Aldi was granted permis¬ 
sion for a store just a few hundred yards 
away. And Lidl wants to build a store a 
short distance away also on Shrewsbury 
Road. In a letter to Shropshire Council 
agents acting for Morrisons warned too 
many supermarkets will have a serious ef¬ 
fect on town centre trade. 

Development consultant Peacock and 
Smith says in the letter: “The cumulative 
impact of the approved new Morrisons, the 
approved new Aldi and the proposed Lidl 
would be significantly adverse, reducing the 
town centre’s convenience goods turnover 
by an estimated 48.2 per cent.” 

Oswestry Chamber of Commerce chair¬ 
man Jools Payne, said: “It would be inap¬ 
propriate for the Chamber of Commerce to 
become embroiled in a game of numbers 
ping pong between competing retailers 
without properly scrutinising the veracity 
of Morrison’s trading projections. 

“That said, an expanding retail ribbon on 
the edge of town will inevitably impact on 
the share of available consumer spend and 
that is of major concern to the independent 
retailers in the town centre. 

“How ironic that Morrison’s have sud¬ 
denly awoken to this simple truth. 

“It’s increasingly obvious that any busi¬ 
ness operating in Oswestry town centre, 
independent or otherwise, which is reli¬ 
ant on footfall needs to join the Oswestry 
Chamber of Commerce to strengthen their 
share of voice as this coalescence continues 
apace.” 

Gemma Syrett-Judd from Honeysuckle 
Wholefoods in Church Street added: “As 
Morrison’s figures appear to illustrate, the 
future is not looking bright for the town 
centre. Some businesses may feel the edge 
of town development will not affect them, 
but any potential downturn for small trad¬ 
ers will have a knock-on effect for the other 
local service providers and trades people 
our town traders use.” 


A DRIVER was trapped in his cab 
after a crash between two lorries 
on a main route through Mid Wales 
which sparked fears of an explo¬ 
sion. 

A gas canister being carried on 
one of the lorries started to “vent 
off’ gas after the collision on the 
A483 at Berriew, near Welshpool 
on Monday. 

The gas canister had to be iso¬ 
lated by firefighters at the scene. 

Firefighters also made sure the 
other canisters in the load were safe 
and not at risk of exploding. 

One of the lorries involved in the 


collision left the road while some of 
the gas canisters being carried by 
the other lorry spilled across the 
carriageway. 

The crash, which happened at 
about 2.30pm on Monday, closed 
the road for several hours while the 
scene was cleared. 

Diversions were put in place by 
police and motorists using the main 
route suffered delays to their jour¬ 
neys. 

Firefighters from Welshpool, 
Montgomery and Newtown worked 
to release the trapped driver from 
the wreckage of his cab. 


The other driver is thought to 
have been unharmed. 

Police closed the road - one of 
Wales’s main arterial roads - while 
the rescue and clear-up operations 
took place. The road was reopened 
by 9.30pm. 

The Welsh Ambulance Service 
and air ambulance was on standby 
to take the injured driver to hospi¬ 
tal. 

A spokesman for Mid & West 
Wales Fire and Rescue Service said 
hydraulic equipment was used to 
free the driver who was trapped in 
his cab.

He said: “It was a sad loss for the 
family. 

“Carl was a well-liked person and 
he will be sorely missed by many peo¬ 
ple.” 

FC Oswestry Town also paid tribute 
to Carl, calling him “a great footballer 
and amazing character.” A spokesman 
said: “We were sorry to hear the sad 
news about Carl. He was a legend.”

“We will also be monitoring inver¬ 
tebrates in the rivers and streams and 
giving volunteers free training,” she 
said. 

One of the first activities held as 
part of the project will be a walk to the 
stream on Foundry Lane on Wednes¬ 
day, leaving the Smithfield Bell in the 
town at 6pm.

CAMPAIGNERS fighting plans to drill a temporary coal-bed methane 
exploration borehole are warning Shropshire residents that other ap¬ 
plications may soon be submitted in the region. 

Chris Hesketh, member of campaign group Frack Free Dudleston, said the 
drilling plans they are fighting in Dudleston Heath between St Martins and 
Ellesmere is about to become a threat to almost all of Shropshire. 

He said: “In March 2014 the Government consulted on the 14th round of Petroleum 
Exploration and Development Licences (PEDL). These give permission to drilling com- 


Drunk man 

assaulted 

girlfriend 

A MAN who had been drinking all day as¬ 
saulted his girlfriend, smashed a mirror 
and broke a door at her home. 

Matthew Stone kicked the woman after 
she stumbled over shortly after letting him 
inside her home, Welshpool Magistrates 
Court was told. 

He carried out the attack in Welshpool 
after a day out in Shrewsbury watching 
rugby and drinking, the court heard. 

Stone, 21, now living at Burway in 
Church Stretton, admitted common assault 
and criminal damage when he appeared at 
court on Tuesday. 

Magistrates gave Stone a 12-month com¬ 
munity sentence ordering him to carry out 
60 hours unpaid work, undertake a 20 day 
rehabilitation order and pay a total of £595 
in compensation and costs. He was also 
made the subject of a two-year restraining 
order. 

Helen Tench, prosecuting, said the in¬ 
cident happened on March 14 when Stone 
returned to Welshpool. His then girlfriend 
met him in a pub in the town but he argued 
with her and left without his jacket, which 
she took back to her house. 

Stone went to the house and the woman 
inadvertently let him in. She stumbled and 
fell and Stone kicked her twice, Mrs Tench 
said. When officers went to the house a 
mirror had been smashed and a knife stuck 
into a door. Phil Sherrard for Stone said his 
client could remember little about the inci¬ 
dent but had accepted responsibility. The 
relationship was now over, he said.

Mr Hesketh added: “The presentation 
will explore other options and how they 
offer solutions to the energy crisis. 

“The style will be informal and everyone 
is welcome, whether or not you wish to 
have any connection to the Green Party.” 

Graeme Currie, Labour Party candidate 
in North Shropshire, has recently spoken 
about his opposition to the drilling plans. 

He said: “I am 100 per cent against the 
gas drilling/fracking plans for North Shrop¬ 
shire. 

“I have attended and spoke at both the 
public meetings at Criftins Village Hall and 
at St Martins last year and attended the 
lobby of the Shropshire Council Planning 
Committee to show my opposition. 

“I have also visited the “Dudleston Castle 
Protection Camp” in the field to express my 
support for them. 

“I have registered my detailed objection 
to the Dart planning application. I have 
lobbied national politicians on this matter.” 

The decision on whether Dart Energy 
will be given permission to operate an ex¬ 
ploratory borehole for coal bed methane ex¬ 
traction in Dudleston will be made by the 
planning inspectorate. The inspectorate is 
yet to fix a date for the inquiry but it is ex¬ 
pected to take at least three days and will 
be held later in the year. 


Deaths shock community

A FAMILY and members of a golf club 
have been left stunned by the deaths of a 
husband and wife within five days of each 
other. 

Welshpool Golf Club steward Anthony 
Sheen passed away on April 2 after a long 
illness. He was 63. His wife, Sue, the golf 
club’s stewardess, died five days earlier 
aged 61 following a short illness. 

The couple’s three children said that 
they were being helped through their grief 
by the local community.

He said: “It is considered that it would 
be possible for the occupants of this site to 
integrate into the wider community over 
time. 

“The provision of a settled base can help 
to break down the barriers between the set¬ 
tled and the gipsy communities. 

“The proposed development would pro¬ 
vide the opportunity to promote the peace¬ 
ful and integrated co-existence between the 
site occupants and local community. 

“The Berry family already have this rela¬ 
tionship, having been located in the Wrex¬ 
ham area for many years.” 

Mr Mennell said the site would also give 
better opportunities for gipsy children, 
some of whom may not have been able to 
attend school before because of moving 
around. 

The site would include a play area for the 
children to use. 

He added there is “a recognised need for 
such facilities” in the area. 

Each of the seven chalets on the site, 
which would be similar to those found in 
a holiday park, would have two or three 
bedrooms and would cater for about four 
people. 

The utility room would provide a wash 
room, bathroom and day room. 

Restrictions would be placed on the 
site forbidding commercial activities, and 
priority will be given to people who live a 
nomadic life locally or visit the area regu¬ 
larly and want to move on to the site per¬ 
manently. 

The site, which is opposite where the 
weekly Sunday car boot sales are held, al¬ 
ready has utilities connected and is within 
walking distance of Chirk. 

The plans are currently open for public 
consultation. 

A decision on the application is due to be 
made by Wrexham County Borough Coun¬ 
cil later this year.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


You just have to feel for the 
people of Welshpool. 

Just when they were coming 
to terms with the town’s chaotic 
one-way system and recover¬ 
ing from the bedlam caused by 
Openreach teams laying broad¬ 
band fibre technology, they find 
out there’s even more chaos on 
the way. This week the Welsh 
Government dropped the bomb¬ 
shell that Church Street in the 
town centre is to be closed for 
a week to allow Scottish Power 
and Severn Trent Water to carry 
out urgent work to their under¬ 
ground networks. 

I applaud the fact that the two 
agencies have got their acts to¬ 
gether on a job but this really is 
a step too far. What happened 
to working on one side of the 
road at a time? Motorists face 
five days of absolute chaos from 
May 18-22 with diversions send¬ 
ing all traffic to the Railway Sta¬ 
tion junction and then via Severn 
Street to reach absolutely any¬ 
where in the town. 

Expect there to be massive 
traffic tailbacks along the Welsh¬ 
pool bypass and Leighton Road 
and absolute gridlock in the 
town centre. And there will be 
huge implications for the busi¬ 
nesses in Church Street, par¬ 
ticularly with deliveries, though 
customers will still have access. 

And this is all in the week 
leading up to May Bank Holiday 
Monday, which coincidentally is 
Welshpool Carnival Day. Imagine 
the chaos if the work isn’t fin¬ 
ished on time. Is there still time 
to book a holiday that week? 

On the subject of roads don’t 
get too excited about the an¬ 
nouncement of a Highways 
England six month study into 
the dualling of the A5 between 
Shrewsbury and North Wales. 

I was shocked to read that the 
20 mile stretch through Oswestry 
from Montford Bridge to Ruabon 
is the only single carriageway 
between Dover and Holyhead. 
But I also expect it to stay that 
way. It’s without doubt one of 
the most dangerous roads in the 
country and the money should 
have been found long ago to 
transform it into a dual carriage¬ 
way. But the facts are that there 
is no money in the pot. 

On Sunday I was deeply 
touched to hear former Wales, 
Arsenal and Celtic legend John 
Hartson tell a hushed audience 
about his heroic battle to beat 
cancer. 

The big man, who is now 
a BBC presenter, was guest 
speaker at a sportsman’s lunch 
I attended and his humbling ac¬ 
count of his suffering and de¬ 
cision to launch the John Hart- 
son Foundation to raise cash 
to help others fight the disease 
was gripping.

OSWESTRY’S super running 
girl Amy Hughes found herself 
in the record books when she 
ran an incredible 53 marathons 
in 53 days - and also ran into 
a new love as well at the same 
time. 

Long term friend Dave Keighley 
was one of her support crew who 
followed her every move during the 
fundraising run which saw superfit 
Amy complete the amazing mara¬ 
thon challenge. 

And now they are a couple after grow¬ 
ing close as Amy raised £30,000 for char¬ 
ity. 

The 26-year-old has described how 
her run of more than 1,300 miles had 
changed her life. 

She covered the country during her 
53-day run, taking in various cities in¬ 
cluding London, Liverpool, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Newcastle, Glasgow and Cardiff as 
well as local towns such as Shrewsbury, 
Llangollen and her own home town of 
Oswestry. 

The sports therapist is now the face of 
two major clothing brands, is involved 
with the Dame Kelly Holmes Trust, has 
teamed up with iconic children’s pro¬ 
gramme Blue Peter, and has started a 
new job at one of the top country clubs in 
the north west. 

But, most importantly, she has found 
new love in the shape of Dave. 

At her side throughout the 53 days, 
often cycling over the 26 miles, their 
friendship blossomed and as Amy crossed 
the line at the end of the challenge she

“Neither of us expected to fall in love, 
it just happened,” Dave said. 

“We are really happy and I am so 
proud of Amy.” 

Working himself in the security pro¬ 
fession, he is now often by her side as 
she accepts invitations to major events 
and speaking engagements. 

Amy said the past six months had 
been a whirlwind of experiences and 
opportunities. 

Among the most unusual has been 
Amy’s chance to become one of the 
faces of lingerie company Panache 
and also an opportunity to become an 
ambassador for sportswear specialists, 
Brooks. 

She said: “Following my 53 mara¬ 
thons in 53 days challenge last year, 
I’ve been approached and given some 


fantastic opportunities. I have spo¬ 
ken at Running Expos which has been 
amazing and I am currently working 
with Blue Peter at the BBC and have 
been training one of their presenters, 
Lindsey Russell, to run her first mara¬ 
thon at the London Marathon this year. 

“Fve decided to take on the challenge 
myself, but I will not only be running 
the marathon but will also be running 
the 220 mile journey from my home¬ 
town Oswestry to London ahead of the 
big day. 

“I will also be starting from the celeb¬ 
rity start line which is unbelievable.” 

Amy starts her 220 mile journey on 
Saturday. 

She said: “I’ll be starting from Red 
Square in Oswestry between 11am and 
11.30am on Saturday. 

“There will be a group of us there 
with buckets, so if anyone wants to 


come wave us off and show some sup¬ 
port then come on down - the more the 
merrier. 

“As usual I like to pack as many things 
in as possible so there is a Kelly Holmes 
athlete event and an running award cer¬ 
emony at the 02 thrown in the mix for 
the week.” 

Amy’s hectic schedule will see her 
cover 33 miles to Telford on Saturday, 
35 miles to Birmingham on Sunday, a 
further 35 miles to Rugby on Monday 
and a moderate 22 miles to Northamp¬ 
ton on Tuesday. 

Wednesday will be the longest day, 
running the 37-mile leg to Luton, before 
the shortest day, covering just 12 miles 
to St Albans on Thursday. 

The reason for the shorter day on 
Thursday is that Amy will be travelling 
to Bedford in the evening to attend a 
Kelly Holmes event, returning to St Al¬ 
bans on Friday morning for her last leg 
of the journey. 

She will travel the 25 miles from St 
Albans to Trafalgar Square during the 
day, and then drop in to the 02 Arena in 
the evening to present an award at the 
Running Awards ceremony - and pick up 
her own award for being named “best 
running moment of the year”. 

She added: “Not wanting to leave be¬ 
hind my love of running, I have already 
entered and raced a few events this year, 
ranging from 10k races to marathons. 

“You’ll find me participating at the 
Brooks Brighton 10K in November. 

“I’ve also been lucky enough to be 
asked to speak about my 53:53 chal¬ 
lenge at events and businesses across 
the country. 

“One message I’m keen to promote is 
the importance of regular exercise and 
activities in schools. To add to all of this, 
I am currently working for The Dame 
Kelly Holmes Trust, and have a lot of 
exciting projects on the horizon. 

“In a few months I’ll be swapping 
my running shoes for a bike and cy¬ 
cling from London to Paris in aid of the 
worthwhile cause.”

Sometimes all monkeys need replaced

Councils have 
to look at how 
they support 
older people 

I’M writing following recent reports that 
social care spending has been cut by a fifth 
over the past 10 years. 

While these findings don’t surprise me, 
it’s time for more to be done to ensure the 
elderly and vulnerable don’t continue to be 
put at risk. 

Findings suggest those receiving care has 
fallen dramatically, but with an increasing 
ageing population there’s inevitably a huge 
shortfall in support. 

As a result A&E units have been forced to 
bear the brunt, admitting elderly patients 
and experiencing problems discharging 
them because of lack of support available 
in their community. 

Even for those still receiving care, local 
authorities have been required to make 
significant cuts, resulting in the quality of 
care - not to mention the time spent with 
the individual - diminishing rapidly. 

Day-to-day support, such as washing, 
dressing, cooking, shopping and housework 
has been the hardest hit with the remain¬ 
ing care reserved for those who have only 
the very highest needs. 

Inevitably this will just lead to more is¬ 
sues, particularly when frail individuals 
have a fall at home and are admitted to hos¬ 
pital - it’s a vicious circle, and cuts within 
the social care sector have resulted in other 
departments picking up the pieces. 

Austerity measures and the tightening of 
budgets have had a huge impact on local 
authorities, but I’d urge them to take a 
“prevention is better than cure” outlook to 
the rising demand, and look to help support 
individuals to live independently rather 
than leaving them completely high and dry. 

Local councils need to review their at¬ 
titude to the ageing population and adapt 
the way they operate to prevent crises 
from occurring, both on an individual and 
a community level, which will help to save 
money and reduce unnecessary hospital 
admissions.

“Just when people were coming to terms 
with the town’s chaotic one-way system 
and recovering from the bedlam caused by 
Openreach teams laying broadband fibre 
technology, we find out there’s even more 
chaos on the way. 

“News is also breaking that local opinion 
to cut Broad Street speed to 20mph will be 
rejected. 

“I’m urging the people of Welshpool to 
attend the monthly Business Forum meet¬ 
ing next Monday and have their say. You 
don’t have to be in business to attend. The 
more people the better.” 

The Welsh Government said Church 
Street is to be closed for a week to allow 
Scottish Power and Severn Trent Water 
to carry out urgent work to their under¬ 
ground networks. 

Cllr Breeze said: “Motorists face five days 
of absolute chaos from May 18-22 with di¬ 
versions sending all traffic to the Railway 
Station junction and then via Severn Street 
to reach absolutely anywhere in the town.”

A HERITAGE railway launched its 
2015 operating season by trying 
out a newly-opened level cross¬ 
ing.

Drug wraps

Canal wharf is focus of 
community dig project

A CANAL wharf near Oswestry 
could give up its historic secrets 
in a Time Team-style archaeo¬ 
logical dig next week. 

The Montgomery Canal wharf, 
smelting house and bone manure 
works at Maesbury Marsh will be the 
focus for the historic project organised 
by the Canal & River Trust. 

Experts, who have already started in¬ 
specting the site, say they may not only dis¬ 
cover more about the 18th century remains 
but even find prehistoric remains. 

Working with specialists from Nexus 
Heritage, the trust is hoping to attract doz¬ 
ens of amateur, would-be archaeologists to 
take part in a community excavation of the 
important historical canal site, 

The six-day excavation starts on Tues¬ 
day. Members of the public can also inspect 
the hard work at a special open day on April 
25 from llam-3pm when visitors will be 
able to speak to the archaeologists and see 
what treasures have been unearthed. 

The excavation, funded by the Heritage 
Lottery Fund, is an important stepping 
stone in the £6 million project to restore 
the Montgomery Canal and will be focused 
on a small area next to the Navigation Inn 
in Maesbury Marsh. 

During the dig, archaeologists are keen to 
discover more about the original 18th cen¬ 
tury canal wharf and smelting house, and 
a 19th century bone manure works. Bone 
was a highly prized raw material for ferti¬ 
lizer.

Inquesttold 
of driver’s 
lorry crash

He said: “I saw a white van come 
off the carriageway in front and drive 
straight into the stationery vehicle in 
the lay-by. 

“We were all driving about 
50/60mph and I did not see any brake 
lights or an indicator on the van.” 

Constable Ross Ashmore said 
the evidence suggested Mr Hughes 
steered off the road deliberately into 
the lorry. 

Coroner John Ellery said it was 
a deliberate move at speed without 
wearing a seatbelt. 

The coroner recorded a conclusion 
of s uicide. _

ONE of the world’s most fascinat¬ 
ing millionaires took a walk in the 
sun around Oswestry and revealed 
that it was her upbringing there that 
has shaped her life. 

Dame Stephanie Shirley is known more 
for getting rid of her personal fortune 
than she is for making it. 

Over the past 20 years she says she is proud 
to have given away £57 million and says it is all 
thanks to the love she was given in the town 
of Oswestry. 

It was a nostalgic return for Dame Steph¬ 
anie, who toured the town after attending 
Oswestry Literary Festival to talk about her 
autobiography, Let it Go, which tells how as a 
computer and business genius she became the 
11th richest woman in the UK and went on to 
give much of her fortune away. 

She arrived in Britain in 1939 as an unac¬ 
companied child refugee, part of the ‘kinder-

transport’ project that helped Jewish children 
flee from Germany and spent time living in 
Oswestry being cared for by an ‘Aunty and 
Uncle’. 

In a walkabout around Oswestry town cen¬ 
tre with LitFest founder John Waine, Dame 
Stephanie told him that it was in the town that 
she found peace. 

He took her on a trip down Memory Lane 
with visits to her old school - the former 
Oswestry Girls High School now the Beresford 
Gardens apartments, and the boarding house, 
known as Oakhurst, on the other side of town. 

“She was thrilled at visiting her old school 
and told showed me where the geography room 
had been and also the music room,” Mr Waine 
said. 

“She also wanted to see the Croeswy¬ 
lan Stone, the remains of the cross that was 
placed at the edge of the town at the time of 
the plague. 


The Dame was also taken to the war memo¬ 
rial on the Cae Glas Park gates as well as the 
individual memorials to servicemen in the park 
itself. 

Dame Stephanie told of her rise to riches 
during her LitFest appearance at the Lion 
Quays Hotel near Oswestry. 

In 1962, she set up a technology company 
with just £6. 

When her company peaked in the 1980s, it 
was worth £150 million. 

The 81-year-old told the LitFest audience it 
was her childhood in Shropshire that led her 
on the path to becoming a philanthropist. 

After being educated in Oswestry she went 
on to establish the computer software company 
F.I. Group and her team’s projects included 
programming Concorde’s black box flight re¬ 
corder, among other projects. 

The full house listening to her talk about her 
memoirs was delighted to hear this formida¬ 
ble woman credit her childhood in the town as 
being one of the factors that has led to her giv¬ 


ing away more than £50 million to good causes 
after she retired at the age of 60. 

Dame Stephanie said: “My father was a Jew¬ 
ish judge in Dortmund. Shortly after my birth 
he was fired by the order of the Third Reich. 

“My parents did a very brave thing sending 
me on the kinder transport thinking never 
to see me again, and that is an extraordinary 
thing to think about with parental love. My 
mother did the most loving thing she could do 
which was to let me go and let someone else 
look after me. 

“I arrived in July 1939 stateless penniless 
and without a word of English.” Young Steph¬ 
anie was fostered by a couple which she called 
Uncle and Aunty and grew up in Oswestry, 
first in Ferrer Road, then Hampton Road, and 
then Oakhurst Avenue. 

When she was 12 she started at Oswestry 
Girls High School, where she discovered a love 
of maths and science. 

The welcome Dame Stephanie received in 
Oswestry changed the course of her life. 


“I am only alive because so long ago I was 
helped by generous strangers,” she said. “The 
Quakers organised the train and paid Aunty 
and Uncle some money every week. I do thank 
all the uncles and aunties that helped us 
through those terrible times.” 

But her desire to help was also guided by her 
son, Giles, who was severely autistic and died 
when he was aged 35 after an epileptic fit. 

She said: “There is no right or wrong way 
to endure the pain, but autism has become an 
ongoing concern. 

“I set myself a target of having enough to 
look after Giles. 

“That was £10 million, and that was the first 
time I really took an interest in money.” 

Now Dame Stephanie spends her time do¬ 
nating her money and time to good causes, par¬ 
ticularly those to do with autism and IT, where 
she amassed her fortune. 

The evening was the final event in this 
year’s Oswestry LitFest, acting as an encore to 
the main event.

A formidable tale of 
heroic grandfather 


Mr Pickering thinks this 1960s photo of a lorry oper¬ 
ated by Ed Turner and Son Ltd corn merchants of 
Market Street, Wellington, is rare 

ROGER Pickering has a lorra lorries - 
around 20,000 and counting. 

Over the years he has built up an enormous photo¬ 
graphic collection showing vehicles operated by Shrop¬ 
shire haulage firms and vintage lorries. But he wants 
to build it up further, and particularly find some of 
those elusive pictures which help complete the jigsaw. 

“I’ve got pictures of vintage lorries over all the area. 
I’ve stuff that is as rare as the day is long. I’m after 
some more stuff,” said Roger, of New Street, Dawley. 

“I spent all of my life mending trucks and doing pho¬ 
tography. I was an HGV fitter. Now that I am retired I 
have time to work on my collection.” 

Roger, who is 62, worked as a civilian at REME, Don- 
nington. 

“I worked for Midland Red and various haulage 
firms. The best job I ever had was with the Post Office 
at Wellington and Shrewsbury. It was a good firm to 
work for, well managed, with good money, good condi¬ 
tions, and a good pension. I was a mechanic working on 
all the vans and lorries. 

“I stuck mainly with lorries. 

“When I finished at the Post Office I went to the Ve¬ 
hicle Inspectorate in the testing station in Shrewsbury, 
testing vehicles to make sure they were safe.” 

He has built up about 70 photograph albums and has 
three big filing cabinets. 

“I dread to think how many pictures I’ve got - about 
20,000,1 would think.” Roger is appealing for anybody 
with old photos which he could copy for his collection 
to contact him on (01952) 506327. 

The photos go back to before the war, but like many 
a collector, he has that enduring frustration of not hav¬ 
ing the “complete set”. “I want to collect most of the 
Shropshire hauliers. Nobody has a complete set. If I 
don’t do it, some of the people I want pictures from 
are going to be dead and gone, and the pictures will be 
gone. Who remembers Lees Hiring Company, just up 
the road? They had a huge garage at Red Lake. I hav¬ 
en’t a single picture of them. There are a lot of haul¬ 
age people who have disappeared. I have no pictures of 
Wrekin Carriers. 

“Then there’s the Russells Rubber Works vehicles, 
and A.F. Stones of Dawley, who used to haul for the 
Lilleshall Company. 

“I’m kicking the idea about of putting the pictures in 
a book, but it’s just an idea at the moment.” 


AS the battleship HMS Formida¬ 
ble slid beneath the waves, Cap¬ 
tain Arthur Loxley, accompanied 
by his faithful Airedale terrier 
Bruce, stayed at his post along 
with the second in command and 
a signaller, and all went down 
with their ship. 

John Marsh of Telford and his broth¬ 
ers knew nothing of that. They knew 
that their mother’s father, Edmund 
Thomas Davies, died at sea before she 
was born during the Great War. 

And one of her middle names, Loxley, was 
of mild interest to them. 

“When we asked her about it she said 
that was the name of the captain of the ship 
on which her dad went down,” said John, 
from Aqueduct. However, she never really 
spoke of her father. “She didn’t say much, 
as people of that age did not.” 

It was only after going through her things 
on her death that they began to unravel the 
full tragic story of her unusual name and 
the aftermath which, it is said, inspired a 
much-loved canine creation - Lassie. 

John’s mother, born Margaret Edith Eliz¬ 
abeth Loxley Davies would, had she lived, 
been 100 on March 4 this year. She was 88 
when she died. 

While clearing through her things at her 
house in Stirchley, the family came across 
a book published in 1915 called “Captain 
Loxley’s Little Dog,” which John thinks she 
must have been given as a child. 

“It was written as if by the dog. We 
thought - Captain Loxley? Oh. That’s moth¬ 
er’s name. My brother Robert, being more 
internet savvy than myself, turned up the 
story of the sinking of HMS Formidable.” 

Discovering an account that said that 
Captain Loxley, the second in command, 
and a signaller, stayed at their posts, they 
put the pieces together. Their grandfather 
had been Yeoman of Signals, and they think 
he would have been that signaller who re- 
mainedto the end. 

“That’s what we believe. We like to be¬ 
lieve that as well,” said John, who is 71. 


MEMORY LANE

His grandmother was Edith Lydia Davies, 
and had lived in Croydon. She must have 
been heavily pregnant at the time her hus¬ 
band died on January 1, 1915. 

“I did know her, but she died when I was 
about five or six.” 

As part of his researches John and his 
wife took a break in Lyme Regis, where 
there is a museum which has a display 
about the sinking of HMS Formidable, 
which happened in the English Channel 
about 30 miles south of the town. The bat¬ 
tleship was hit twice by torpedoes fired by a 
U-boat. A total of 547 of her crew died. 

Captain Loxley, who survivors said stayed 
on the bridge smoking his pipe as the ship 
sank, was one of three Loxley brothers to be 
killed in the war. His body was never found 
but Bruce was washed ashore and was bur¬ 
ied in a pet cemetery. Nor was the body of 
John’s grandfather found. 

His research has been a journey of discov¬ 
ery about his family history. 

“It’s been fascinating, and I’m quite 
proud, but it also leaves some questions. 
It’s bad enough having somebody killed in 
action. What must have been going through 
his mind at the time, knowing his wife was 
going to give birth in a couple of months? 
He knew he wasn’t going to survive.” 

A pinnacle from HMS Formidable 
beached at Lyme Regis and one of the sail¬ 
ors, Able Seaman John Cowan, appeared to 
be dead and was taken to the cellar of the 
Pilot Boat Inn, which was being used as a 
temporary mortuary. 

“The landlord’s dog, called Lassie, 
wouldn’t leave him alone. It was licking his 
face and nuzzling him. 

“Eventually somebody realised that this 
guy was not dead and was showing signs 
of life. While he recovered, he and the dog 
became inseparable. Local folklore would 
have it that Hollywood got to hear about 
this, hence the tales of Lassie the miracle 
dog being turned into Hollywood films.”

The Hippodrome Casino in Leicester Square 

I USED to think I knew London’s 
West End pretty well - it has been 
a happy hunting ground for me 
on my trips to London over many 
years for shopping, eating out, 
bars, a little theatre and a dip into 
the arts, writes Sharon Walters. 

How wrong I was. A packed four-day trip 
to discover the hidden gems of this area 
left me felling rather poor of any in-depth 
knowledge. 

New horizons have now been opened up for me for 
future forays to the wicked city! 

I stayed at The Cavendish London in Jermyn Street, 
perfectly located for visiting London’s theatre district 
and world class shopping nearby. This may be four star 
but it’s no stiff upper lip place. Service is friendly, food 
and drink are excellent and the bedrooms are oases 
after a hard day enjoying yourself. 

A visit to The Cumberland, close to Marble Arch, for 
dinner in its brasserie was first on the agenda. It has 
a relaxed and informal setting and serves a menu of 
European classics with a distinctly British twist. It has 
a glorious contemporary interior and is well worth a 
visit. 

Replete with food it was off to a burlesque show at 
the Hippodrome Casino in Leicester Square. In years 
gone by it has been a top variety showplace and in 
the early 1900s it hosted an indoor circus featuring a 
100,000 gallon pool with elephants and polar bears. 

In the the late 50s it became the renowned Talk of 
the Town and stars of the superstellar quality per¬ 
formed there. Today it is very different and what a 
place - still. A major refurbishment has seen the thea¬ 
tre transformed into a casino with a restaurant bar and 
a small theatre, the Hippodrome Live where entertain¬ 
ment includes jazz, soul, swing, cabaret and burlesque. 
If you don’t want to have a flutter to see a show, then 
have a steak, some say the best in London, or a drink 
in the bar and watch the gamblers. 

Breakfast the next day was taken at a place I have 
walked passed many times and never spotted. Cicchet- 
ti’s is just off Piccadilly Circus and named after the 
Italian word for small dishes, a place where you can 
share Italian favourites. This restaurant serves au¬ 
thentic delicacies such as those served in Italian bars 
from a menu created by renowned chef Aldo Zilli and 
includes traditional classics alongside new creations. 
And the really good news for an eaterie in such a pop¬ 
ular spot? The bill won’t break the bank. 

Next came a walk to walk off the tasty and very in¬ 
dividual breakfast Aldo served us - an art tour in Re¬ 
gent Street. In the last ten years the Crown Estate has 
commissioned 13 pieces of public art to enhance the 
streetscape of London’s most iconic shopping street. 

A lover of tea I could not resist a visit to The East 
India Company shop on Conduit Street. Established 
400 years ago the company stocks a vast array of teas, 
coffees, biscuits, jams, marmalades and much more. 
There are samplings daily and plenty of advice on hand. 

No visit is complete without a stroll around the 
Carnaby Street area but again here was another hid¬ 
den gem - The Great Frog, an independent jewellers 
to the stars making bespoke pieces for the likes of 
Lady Gaga. But beware it is very distinctive jewellery! 
Around the corner is Choccywoccydoodah, a magical 
chocolate shop with some fantastic creations and best 
of all a cafe where the hot chocolate and slices of cake 
are impossible to resist. Plus a secret room where you 
can have that special party, not just for kids either. 

A very packed four days but highly informative of 
places to visit at a more leisurely rate in the future. 


More than seven million people are tuning in to 18th 
century drama Poldark each week - and with hunky 
Aidan Turner in the title role we can see why. 

However, it’s also provided a welcome boost to the Cor¬ 
nish tourist indusry with many viewers inspired to book a 
break to Cornwall, where of the show was shot. 

In what has been dubbed as ‘the Poldark effect’, there’s 
been a surge in bookings for tour operators and holiday 
lettings agencies, demonstrating the increasing power TV 
shows have in influencing our choice of holiday. 

Holiday Lettings has reported a 47 per cent increase in 
Cornwall bookings compared to last year, while Airbnb 
says they have seen a staggering 292 per cent year-on- 
year guest growth. 

James McClure, general manager of Airbnb, says: “Hol¬ 


idaymakers seem drawn to the spectacular scenery of the 
Cornish coast that has been thrown into the spotlight by 
Poldark. It’s a beautiful part of the world.” 

Proof that people are actually seeking out spots fea¬ 
tured in the show, Holidaycottages.co.uk claims their 
dedicated blog about the Poldark filming locations had 
447 per cent more views than other blogs on their site. 

So where should you go if you’re planning a Pol- 
dark-themed break? 

One spot worth visiting is Charleston, where the scenic 
Grade II listed harbour replaces the city of Truro in the 
TV adaptation. The late Georgian working port was con¬ 
structed between 1791 and 1801 in response to a growing 
mining industry. Airbnb currently has an apartment over¬ 
looking the harbour from £150 per night. 


The Rashleigh Inn in Charleston also offers a Crow’s 
Nest room with views of the historic Tall Ships and 
Charleston harbour. Rooms start from £65 per night in¬ 
cluding breakfast (visit www.rashleigharms.co.uk). The 
hotel is also a good base from which to explore Bodmin 
Moor, another location used in the series and home to 
16th century pub, The Crows Inn. 

Visitors might then consider heading to Wheal Roots 
to learn about the Cornish mining history and find out 
what conditions were really like for miners. The Cornwall 
Wildlife Trust reserve, set in a former mining region, is 
a highlight here. 

Just one question: Where do we find our own handsome 
hero?

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Foreign terrain can still 
give reminder of county

WITH April comes warmer 
weather, sunnier days and milder 
nights and so you may well think 
that I should be focusing on the 
Salopian life that makes the most 
of this comparatively balmy time 
of the year, but I want to take you 
back momentarily, to winter. 

Although we didn’t see much snow 
and ice this winter, having just re¬ 
turned from a field trip to Iceland, 
I feel I have had more than my fair 
share after only five days of it. It has 
been one of the coldest, windiest and 
snowiest ‘springs’ in Iceland for two 
generations and yet there are still an¬ 
imals that have travelled there to es¬ 
cape our shores and begin breeding on 
the volcanic rock. 

April is surely the last month before au¬ 
tumn that we can hope to catch a glimpse 
of our winter visitors and certainly most 
will have left us now, soon to be replaced 
by the Africans such as swallows, martins, 
warblers and cuckoos. But if you’re lucky 
enough to find yourself within a stone’s 
throw of the Arctic circle any time soon, it 
is worth reacquainting yourselves with our 
recently departed species. 

I found myself doing just that last week 
as I clambered up a rocky slope overlooking 
a bay of icebergs in Iceland’s scenic south. 
There were seals on the ice far away and the 
tracks of an arctic fox, but not much else, 
apart from a persistent yet melodic cheep¬ 
ing. On closer inspection these vocalisations

belonged to a snow bunting, a species I have 
rarely seen in Shropshire, although a smat¬ 
tering do visit most years. 

Snow buntings are well named. Copious 
amounts of white adorn them at all times of 
the year although the breeding plumage of 
the males in the summer is a more striking 
black and white. Like other birds this spe¬ 
cies only has one moult each year and no 
true “Alternate Plumage”. After the moult 
in the late summer the male looks brownish 
with a brown and black striped back. 

Underneath the coloured feather tips, the 
back feathers are pure black and the body 
feathers all are white. The male wears off 
all of the feather tips by actively rubbing 
them on snow, and he is an immaculate 
white and jet black by the time breeding 
begins. When we see them in Shropshire, 
outside of the breeding season, the male 
and female snow bunting are more similar 
in appearance, both developing more huffy 
plumage. 

The snow bunting places its nest deep in 
cracks or other cavities in rocks. The thick 
nest lining of fur and feathers helps keep 
the eggs and nestlings warm, but the fe¬ 
male must remain on the nest for most of 
the incubation period. But what, if anything 
was so special about my sighting? Well, the 
snow bunting is the first migrant to arrive 
in the Arctic in spring, the male returning 


to its breeding grounds in mid-March to 
early April, when temperatures are low and 
snow still covers much of the ground. The 
males arrive early to establish a territory 
containing suitable nesting sites. When the 
females arrive, around four to six weeks 
later, the males display to attract a mate, 


flying up high before gliding down again 
while singing. Remind you of anything 
else? Yes, even in terrain as foreign as Ice¬ 
land there are natural sights that remind 
us of a spring day in Shropshire.

Pair are jailed 
for plot to burgle 
area properties 

TWO men have been jailed for a total of more than 10 years 
for plotting to burgle more than a dozen homes including 
four in Shropshire in order to steal expensive cars. 

Roy Day, 29, and Gerard Lundie, 26, both admitted one 
charge each of conspiracy to commit burglary at 13 houses 
between September and December last year. 

All the homes were broken into overnight while the 
householders were asleep in bed. 

The pair targeted homes in Shrewsbury on November 29 
and November 30 last year. 

Two top of the range Audi S3s were stolen in those raids, 
with DNA linking Lundie to the break-ins. 

The duo then moved on to Oswestry, breaking into a 
home in Barnfield Close on December 2. An Audi A6 and a 
Vauxhall Astra were both stolen from the driveway. 

Both vehicles were later recovered in Streetly, near Bir¬ 
mingham, with Lundie’s DNA found inside the Astra and 
enquiries showed that Day was in Shropshire at the time 
of the offence. 

Lundie was arrested the following day after he sped off 
from officers in Kingstanding, Birmingham. 

Travelling at speeds of around lOOmph, Lundie aban¬ 
doned the car and was detained by officers while waiting at 
a nearby bus stop. 

Examination of Lundie’s phone while in custody led 
officers to identify Day as a suspect and enabled them to 
match his DNA to the crime scenes. 

Day, of Saltley Cottages, Erdington and Lundie, of no 
fixed abode, were each sentenced to five years and four 
months in prison at Birmingham Crown Court. 

Detective Sergeant Dave Bebb, of West Midlands Police, 
led the investigation to catch them. 

He said: “Day and Lundie terrorised residents across the 
West Midlands, targeting their homes in the dead of night 
to steal expensive vehicles from the driveway. 

“Local people should be reassured by the lengthy sen¬ 
tences handed to the pair and can sleep a little safer in 
their beds at night knowing these prolific burglars are now 
behind bars. 

“Burglary can have a devastating impact on victims, 
often leaving them feeling uneasy and scared in their own 
homes. 

“I hope the terms given to Day and Lundie also provide 
some comfort to their victims and helps them to put their 
ordeal behind them.”

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Audi

Friends ribbed me that the Audi 
TT Roadster I was driving was 
a hairdresser’s car but the third 
generation model that’s just ar¬ 
rived on our roads is certainly 
not just for the girls. 

The new TT is evolutionary, rather 
than revolutionary - after all why fix 
something that isn’t broken. But Audi 
has upped the game in styling and 
technology and is taking the fight to 
rivals in the sector. 

The TT Roadster looks broadly the same 
but there’s a sharper focus on sports posi¬ 
tioning and better dynamics thanks to its 
lightweight aluminium and steel construc¬ 
tion. The TT of today is a more sharply 
designed package, with a slightly longer 
wheelbase with definite hints of the more 
expensive R8. Sitting on 19in wheels the 
S-Line gets deeper side sills, different 
bumpers and a black grille.

There are just two trims, Sport and 
S-Line, and a choice of highly efficient en¬ 
gines. 

The petrol TT uses a 230bhp, 2.0-litre 
TFSI unit with either a six-speed manu¬ 
al gearbox or Audi’s seven-speed, du¬ 
al-clutch S tronic transmission, and there’s 
the choice of front- or Quattro four-wheel 
drive. 

You can also get a TDI Ultra version with 
an 184bhp 2.0-litre diesel engine which 
gives 67.3mpg and emit just 1 lOg/km of 
C02 with manual and front-wheel drive. 

I prefer the 2.0litre TFSi S tronic which 
was on test. It came with an on-the-road 
tag of £33,020 but on-board extras pushed 
that up to £40,255. 

Extras include leather trim, auto dim¬ 
ming and rear-view mirror sensor package, 
heated seats and a parking system. 

There was a top speed of 155mph and 
0-62mph in only 6.1 seconds, yet the man¬ 
ufacturers claim 38.6mpg on the combined 
cycle and 11 per cent lower C02 figures of 
142g/km. 

That really is competitive. 

And while there’s the performance you 
would expect there’s lots more inside the 
cabin to make the TT stand out from the 
opposition, particularly if you want to up¬ 
grade to get Audi’s stunning virtual cockpit 
system. 

Centre of attention is the 12in LCD driver 
display which has replaced conventional 
dials and sits beautifully in front of the driv¬ 
er where all information is readily available. 

This development is a real sales winner 
for Audi and just has to be seen to be be¬ 
lieved. It can be switched between Classic 
View or Infotainment View which brings up 
the biggest navigation map you will ever 
see.

Telephone, media, trip and car settings 
functions all appear on the screen and can 
be controlled using both the touch sensi¬ 
tive MMI controller or the multi-function 
wheel - a sheer joy. 

The test car was fitted with the optional 
Technology Package which added Google 
Maps traffic information, music streaming 
and internet access. 

On the road stability control intervention 
contributes to great roadholding and if 
you chose to upgrade to the AWD Quattro 
there’s even more agility. 

Audi’s Drive Select system is standard 


across the range, allowing you to chose 
Normal, Sport or Dynamic driving modes. 

Audi may say that the TT is a 2+2 but 
it’s really a two-seater. The benefits come 
when you lower the rear seats to increase 
boot space. There’s also a shortage of 
storage space in the cabin so you’ll need 
to travel lightly. 

Visibility is normally a problem in this 
sector but the TT scores well in this area. 

All models in the new range are consid¬ 
erably dearer, but Audi has a reputation for 
holding residual values, so price shouldn’t 
be an issue.

Jeep is ready to compete

Jeep might be famous the world 
over for building cars that will 
climb mountains, but the brand 
is digging itself out of a pit that 
could have seen it sink into ob¬ 
scurity. 

In Europe at least, where a Jeep 
spokesman admitted, as the lat¬ 
est model - the Renegade - was 
launched, “back in 2012 we were tee¬ 
tering on the edge.” 

Dealers were losing an average of more 
than £130,000 a year and lots of them 
jumped ship, heading for brands that 
might make them a decent living. Things, 
in short, could not have looked bleaker. 

Well, what a difference three years can 
make. The car you are reading about today 
is not only the first Jeep to be built outside 
the United States (in Italy, actually) it is also 
confidently expected to quickly become by 
far the best selling Jeep in the UK, making 
dealers very happy indeed. 



Built in the same Italian plant as the 
Fiat 500X and sharing important bits like 
engines and gearboxes, the Renegade is 
aimed squarely at the likes of the Nissan 
Juke and Mini Countryman; both cars that 
attract a fanatical following of owners hap¬ 
py to pay a solid price for a car that makes 
them feel good about themselves. 

They inhabit a part of the car market (for 
smaller SUVs) that is expanding faster than 
a politician’s election promises, as Europe¬ 
an buyers fall for the charms of cars that 
look a lot like unaffordable and wilderness 
conquering 4x4s but really cost little more 
to run than a family hatchback. 

The Jeep Renegade will do a fair impres¬ 
sion of an Everest hero, even if its target 
audience - politely called “the young at 
heart” - never venture further off road than 
the field at the local car boot sale. Why, a 
fifth of buyers are expected to lease a car 
with their mobility allowance and most 
Renegades won’t even be all-wheel drive. 

What they all have, Jeep must hope, is 
a name that carries decades of credibility 
among people hankering after daily trans¬ 
port that rises above the merely practical. 

With prices starting at £16,995 for a de¬ 
cently equipped 1.6 litre petrol model with 
air con, DAB radio, Bluetooth and alloy 
wheels, the Renegade looks convincing 
even before you turn the key in the ignition. 

There are diesels to choose from too 
(Jeep thinks there might be an even-ish 
split on types of fuel) and four trim levels, 
all the way to the £27,995 Limited with 2.0 
litre diesel engine, all-wheel drive and nine- 
speed automatic gearbox. 

Most will hardly venture off road, but

bold owners who opt for the 4x4 models 

will discover a car capable of taking a quite 
demanding series of hills and hollows, and 
a seashore being washed by an incoming 
tide, if they choose the route of the press 
drive for the newcomer, on the east coast 
of Scotland around North Berwick. 

They might be more surprised (after 
all, Jeep is never backward in coming for¬ 
ward about the brand’s off-road prowess) 
is the way the Renegade tackles a British 
side road; the heavier diesel in particular 
impressing with its gentle, quiet progress. 


The 2.0 litre on test managed 39mpg 

(the notably slower but cheaper 1.4 litre 
petrol did 33mpg) and never felt lacking for 
power. It also presented an interior differ¬ 
ent enough to be interesting and just the 
right side of kitsch, with its little tributes to 
Jeep’s heritage dotted about - 31 of them 
all told, from a red line on the rev counter 
marked like a smear of mud, to a tiny WWII 
Jeep outline on the windscreen surround. 

The top ranking Renegade impressed. 
Here is a car to give the equally style con¬ 
scious Nissan Juke a run for its money.

“It was a disappointing result after being in a 
great position to win the game at half time, but 
we’ll learn the lessons from that and move on,” 
said Harrison. 

Performance 

“Our the second half performance was not good 
enough, but there are not many times I have said 
that, and we won’t dwell on it. It would be unfair 
for me to have a go at the lads as they have been 
superb week in week out, and 45 minutes out of 
40 games does not define a season. 

“We’ll put it behind us, and there’s a real drive 
and determination in the side to go through the 
season unbeaten and win all three trophies in 
domestic football. We now move on and plan for 
Airbus.” 

He added: “We never got a foothold in the game 
in the second half and all the players know it was 
not good enough, they don’t have to be told.
